alſo, and ſomtimes vehemently wound their Tongue, 
we muſt pur preſently berween their Teerh jbefore they 
be ſhur, nor our finger, which ſtanders by offentimes 
raſhly do with danger, bur an inſtrument ; as this 11 
the Apoplectical ought to be done for fear of Suffoca- 
tion, 1o 1n the Epileprical ro relieve rhe Tongue when 
as they are no waies endangered of ſuffocarion ; and if 
the Tongue be already laid ho!d on by the Teerh, we 
muſt fuccour it with a dividing Inſtrumenr. 

Sleep and Stupidity in theſe aftects, if they continue 
long, or' returne often do oppreſs rhe Nartive hear, 
therefore rhe ApopleCtical alſo being raken with ro 
much or profound Sleep and a vehemenr Stupidity they 
muſt be rouſed now and then, and hinder'd rhar they 
relapſe not, which may be done by moving the ourward 
ſenſes with ſtrong obje&s rhar they may force and pro- 
voke the internal ones into act : rhus rhe hearing 15 mo- 
ved with crying in the Eares making a high ſound and 
noiſe ; the fight with much ſhining of light and fire ; 
the taſt with bitter and ſharp things the {mel with ſtin- 
king things menrioned before, bur eſpecially the feeling 
ſeeing ir doth very much moye rhe ſence, if ir be done 
with pain in parts endued with exquiſite ſenſe, as in the 
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kinds of conſternation of. 


Skin by pulling the hairs, Burning, Pricking, doth v 
much rouſe them up which eifomey be rh b is 
ring the Noftrils, which have an excellent ſents, with 
ordors arid other things which 'move ſneezing roo, by 
which the Body ſhaken is more rouſed up; as alſo-if we 
{tir up the Eyes with a ſuddain light, and prick them 
with other things that moye Tears ; alſo we may folli- 
cite the belly with ſuppoſitories to excretion, the throar 
with our finger, a to vomiting : of all which 
whenas they do ar once revel and derive the cauſe we 
bave already ſpoken formerly. 

The weakneſs is nor fo t, that there is due to 
this any other reſtauration 0! ſtr then ro orher 
Diſeaſes, by courſe of Diet or Cordial Medicines 
amongſt which norwithſtanding External things which 
are wont to beapplied to the Region of the Heart and 
Pulſes challenge rhe firſt place, when as before they 
come to themſelves, rhey ſcarcely mke any thing, and if 
theDiſcaſe be of long continuance,they muſt be reſtored 
with an efficacious courſe of Diet, and other means.

N Alienation or error of the Minde is called 4 
Paraphroſyne when they teigne judg and remember 
thoſe rhings which arc nor, as if they were, or thoſe

_ iration, or they expreſs the ſame by words and 
ceds. 
This for the moſt part coming from inbred Cauſes is 
a certain innate foolzhnefs otherwiſe proceediug from 
external caules if fron things taken ris called Temulency, 
if it ariſe from ſome yehemenr affte& it ſhall be called 4 
commotion of the Mind ; but ſomrtimes depending upon 
intcrnal cauſes it is defipiency, which happening either 
without a Feaver accompanying it, 1s Mcanchslly, or 
with fury is Mania or Madneſs, or coupled with a Fea- 
ver, tis called a Phrenſie, all whoſe accidents we ſhall

children only when they are yer deſtirure of 
Judgment,and old Folks who are faid ro be rwice Chil- 
dren (the which notwithſtanding is rather a weakneſs 
of Minde in them, then a depravation)bur. alſo ro every 
Age and all men upon that account, thar all rheir hu- 
mane actions ſeem to be foo!ltſh as Eraſmus in his Moria

The Drum wounded,ſeeing it can no more reſound, 
breeds Deafneſs, the-which ſeeing ir lies hid, it ſeldom 
comes to paſs, unleſs an Ear-picker be thruſt in per- 
force ; the vulgar think it may happen from the Inſet 
Scolopendra ( which they cal in the German language 
Orenmettel, as it were the Worm of the Ear, which may 
eaſily creep in inGardens bur ſeeing if either thar, or a- 
ny thing clſc which may hurt ſhould creep in, it is eafi- 
ly remedied, this can fcarce yer be done; - as neither 
from matter retained, ſeeing thar is wont preſently ro 
flow forth, and I have often ſeen very much flow forth 
without any hurr, unleſs by chance rhe Ulcer of the 
Ears be ſo deep that an abſceſs being made, the Drum 
alſo is hurr.

Scarification made in the Wriſt is beleeved ro derive 
much from the Ears : bur it wil do more good, if it be 
done in the Neck abour the Jugular Veins, whence 
they have preſent eaſe. Cupping-glaſles alſo applied 
ro theſe places, or to the ſhoulders are profitable. And 
laſt of all a Cauſtick. 

The Remedies formerly mentioned are applied ro 
the Head, whether outwardly adminiſtred or received 
by the Noftrils in a ſufſumigation, amongſt which Re- 
medies that are various, this is a ſingular help, which 
1s done by Embrocation of Sulphureous water, as hath 
been ſaid formerly.

Motions are Reſtleſs or Cramped, or Tretble, or 
Bear, or are Shaken by a Rigor, or are Extended by 
reaching aud yawning, or otherwiſe moyed by twink- 


ling.

Reſtleſſneſs ; when they are acted too much, and reſt 
not, as when men beſides themſelves, 
mad men, and phrenitical,do exerciſe ſuch yarious and 
violent motions, and angry, furious folks do things ſo 
headlongly, bur chiefly choſe who labor of that diſcaſe 
called Vatws his Dance, do tire their Feet with Run« 
ning and Jumping beyond meaſure, of whom we have 
ſpoken in an Alienation of the mind.

IF the Viral Motion be Deprayed which may be ſeen, 
as I ſhewed in the Voluntary and Involuntary Fur- 
ctions of the parts, Heart, and Arteries : we do nor ob- 
ſerve it asgn the defect :. for none can-live roo much, 
and the body and its parts cannot be roo ſtrong : 
if any parts that move voluntarily, moye too much or 
wrong, that belongs to the deprayed yoluntary motion, 
of which we have ſpoken. We oblerye Depravarion of 
Vital Motion in the pulſe of the Heart and Arteries, 
when it is oftener or more vehement than ir ought to 
be by narure,or proceeds otherwiſe diſorderly.

We make Revul- 
fon by opening the Veins remore from the Head, and 
this muſt be done ar the firſt while the blood flowerh to 
thepart: And it wil alſo prevent an uuaccuſtomed 
Headach in plethorick perſons to bleed Spring and fall.

rated, to keep it from corruption while it may be, or let

The ſame Obſtruſtion' may come from 
thick ſlimy, Choller,which potong in the narrow Pores, 
eſpecially if it grow as hard;asit doth ſomtimes in the Ears, 
hicieby they are ſtopped while it.is drawnout, and this 
"may be eirher from the clammineſs of the ChplHer, or from 
the heat of the Liver which burneth it ': and alfo it may be 
in the 'Gall and in the Pore that reacheth-to the Guts, 
and ſomtimes be turned.into a ſtone, if there be an Obſtru-, 
'Qion as we ſhall after declare. 

Alſo Tumors and Scirrhus of the Liver, as they ſhut np 
the Veſſels of the Liver, and a Cachexy ſo when they ſtop 
the Paſſages of choller they cauſe a Jaundies, which fore- | 
runs a Drophe : as ſhall be ſhewed. 

And ifany Impoſthume or Filth happen in this part, it

Sometimes it falls out by the plenty of chollerand its a- 


bundance in the Meſeraiks, that when all cannot be ſepa- 


red into the Gall, and it cannot recerve it, although it be 
ſometimes very large, then ſome of it- carried into the hol- 
low Vein, and thence carried outward, being yellow, if it 
keep the Nature of excrementitious Choller, or otherwiſe 
green or black, doth infe(t the Skin with the fame colour, 
and cauſe either a black or yellow Jaundies. And this it 
doth ſometimes before it cauſe another Diſeaſe, when it ts 
plentiful.there, and breaks into the Veins, it produceth a 
jaundies a forerunner of other chollerick Diſeaſes. Other- 
wiſe when it lies and putrificth and produceth intermittimg 
- Feavyers, becauſe in the fits thereof there is ſome part there- 
of alwaies ſent into the Veins, it is diſperſed by Sweat,and 
if this be not enough it joynes a jaundies to the Feaver : or 
If all the matter of the Feaver be ſent by a criſis from the 
Meſeraiks to the skin, it produceth a Jaundize that cures 
the Feayer. And this may be in other Diſeaſes that come 
from corruption or abounding of Choller in thefe Veins, 
and ſo a Jaundize may either accompany or follow them, 
as we ſaid it was often in a cholick pain from Choller,if it 
partly be carried to the Gutts, and partly remain it joyns 
a jaundize with the cholick, or when the Cholick ceaſeth 
being not ſufficiently purged by Nature or Medicines, it 
leaves a jaundize behind which is eafity cured, as 1s men- 
tioned in the Treatiſe of theſe Diſeaſes. For often by Na- 
ture help which will not endure that which is hurtfull be- 
ing ſtirred up by a ſharp Humor, which while it.is in the 
Veins 1s tempered with Blood, and ſo may lie longer con- 
coed, it is carried into the great Veins if not to the Guts 
in which the Meſeraiks end, as is uſual by purging. 

And this may be the cauſe why a jauudize may come af- 
ter Poyſon taken, Nature ſo diſturbing and moving the 
Humors, except it doth it by ſome other occult or hidden 
Quality, by which in Poyſon it attempteth divers Operati- 
ons eſpecially in thoſe who are very chollerick. 

From which cauſe as divers kinds of jaundies do pro- 
ceed, as aforeſaid, ſo it will be ſooner produced if any diſ- 


eaſe of the Liver aforementioned do hinder the ſeparation 
of choller,

| If there be not a voiding of Choller by the Pars dy 
dochus into the Guts, then it will riſe from the Gall, and 
aſcend by the top of it into the Liver and irs Veins, and is 
not ſeparated, but goes into the hollow Vein and cauſech 
a jaundize,and then the Excrements of the Belly being not 
died with Choller, are not coloured, nor do they proyoke 
the Belly to diſcharge them. | 

And this may be done by the ſame cauſes, by which the 
ſeparation 1s hindered through Obſtruftion of the Veſſel, 
as Humors, when they fall into the Pores and' obfint 
them ; or Tumors if they preſs upon the Neck of the 
or the Pore that deſcendeth : or by the proper Diſeaſcof 
the Gall, or 1ts Inflammation -or Tumor ; or ſtones there. 
inwhich are ſometimes found of a Gold or Silyer colour, 
as alſo-when the Choller is made more ſticking and thic- 
ker, as that in the Ears, the like whereunto we Fare found 
in the Gall being difſetea z and theſe if they get into 
the narrow parts of the Gall, and ſtick in the Pore,yil hin- 
der ( as I ſaid )) the defcending and purging of choller. 
But the Faundies ts not only from the coming forth of 

the choller, after this manner, - but being thrown from the 
hollow Vein to the skin, which may be evacuated by the 
Pores by which Sweat with the Serum, as is uſual, but 1f 
not, it will ſtay there and difcolour the skin, and the lets 
if any be ſpent by ſweat, and not at all, if all be drawn 
forth by ſweat. This fuppreſſion of ſweat,comes from the 
binding or cloſmg of the Pores of the skin, from divers 
cauſes otherywhere mentioned, Hence is it that in a 


chollerick feat, where it is abounding and when it hath 


been cauſed by heat and Baths,if they ſuddenly go into tie 
the cold, tfiey have often their skin yeltow, which witi 
ſweating again will be gone. I had lately a Patient which 
was often all over of a Saffron cotour, and this went away 
as often as he did ſweat, and returned again preſently J- 
ter. | 

The ſpots of which we here ſpeak are not of pure chol- 
ler, nor the Freakles, which we have ſhewed to proceed 
from Nutriment ; as other ſpots and Puſtles, w hich rather 
trouble with heat and pain then diſcolour, as Anthonies 
fire 3 of which we ſpake concerning pain.

we could turn a finger therein, with Bladders full of water 
vpon them, which fell down when they brake, and the ex- 
tornal coat of the Kidneys was caten every where through. 
We gathered that this came from great drinking, becauſe 
from his Youth he uſed it, and was yery ſtout at 1t, and 
ſeldom made water.

There are Fecwe or Dreggs made of Brjony roots, both 
the Dragons and Flowey-de-{nce, to be-given in this caſe, 
the Juyce 1s taken out of the Roots,and ſet in a cold place, 
till 1t have a branny ſetling, that which is thick and white, 
1s poured from the Sediment or Setling. This is dried af- 
ter it hath been ſprinkled with Roſe or Balm-water, and 
ſtirred often in divers broad Veſſels in the ſhaddow, till it 
be like Meal, this is to be kept 1n a dry place, 

Or make the Juyce up thus, which is an approved Re- 
medy : Take of the middle Bark of green Elder, or of Biner- 
ſweet which is in the middſt, two handfetss of green Briony r0css 
one on1ce : beat them well wich Wine and V inegar, ftrain owe 
the 7uyce, give it twice or thrice. 

The belt of all is the Zwyce of wild Comcumber preparedxcal- 
led Elaterium, which is made of the Pulpy Jwyce of chem unripe, 
ſtrained through a ſieve, to which add after the Decodtion of 
the parings pr 7h Cowcrumbers ſtrained 3 Thele ſtirred toge- 
ther are placed in the Sun or at the fixe, covered with a 
Cloath, and when they have ſtood a while, you muſt pour 
off the water, and make that which remains into little 
Balls ; It 15 made ſooner and better, if the Liquor be pou- 
red upon a Linnen.cloath, prefled down in the middle be- 
ing three times doubled and laid upon the aſhes, and what 
remains 1n the cloath be dried into Balls. 

Thus it may be made ſooner : Take the Fuyce of che wild 
Cowcumber, and boul it with four times as much Sugar to a 
Syrup or Electuary, mixing other things proper : Of all 
which you muſt giye a little at firſt till you know the force 
of them. 

The Extratt of Fuyce of ſpurge, made thick, and of Roots of 
Cuckow-pintles, black Hellebore, Euphorbium are all tobe 
warily gtven, and the doſe is rather to be found out by Ex- 
perience then preſcribed here, 

The Extratt of Eſula or Spurge, will do much in purging 
water,which 15 commended by R#/and in his Emperial Ob- 
ſervations, and 1t may thus be prepared ſafer. 

Take of the leſſer ſprrge four parts, of both the Sow-thiſiles 
green, red Roſes, and Coriander ſeed prepared, each one pars *

with proper Remedies. In which we muſt have a ſpecial 
Care that we commit not an Error, and that we may ſtop 
the water when we pleaſe ; which is done by putting in a 
hollow top which may ſhut the Orifice, ſo that we may'o- 
pen 1t and ſhut 1t as we pleaſe 3 or if, before we make the 


Orifice, we draw down the skin,and cut it tranſverſe as far!

It is thought that this Leprohe is contrafted by extream 
Cold external of the Body, when men have been long in 
Water, Air, or Snow, or after vehement Heat, as bathing 
they endure a great cold, or when they cool a hot Tumor, 
as Erylipelas tooffuddenly. But becauſe other accidents 
come from thence, as when there 1s oxtream cooling, the 
extinguiſhing of Natural Heat and Mortification of the 
partzwe cannot make this a cauſe of the divers accidents in 
this Leproſie.

The Cure is two wayes, firſt generally of the whole Dil- 
eaſe, the ſecgnd particularly of the accidents. 

The general Cure, 1s to labor as much as may be to take 
away the poyſon which is the cauſe, with Eyacuations, and 
to corre& the venemous Quality. * But becauſe as yet the 
Medicines are not found out which do it by a peculiar ver- 
| tu, as in the French Pox, and we cantiot proceed that Ways 

the beſt way is to take away the accidents. And therefore

Hot Natural Baths are ſtronger, eſpecially of Briuſone, 
ſuch as are in Helvetia, Angoviaz V aleſia, and Bath in 
Summerſet-ſhire, which as they cure all ſorts of Scabs, {0 
the Leprofie, or take away its Malignity, and at leaſt abate 
all accidents, if not take them away, if they be long uſed.

Proper Be the Humors we in- 
tend to oppoſe eſpecially ſuch as purge watery, Salt, and 
ſharp Humors, when there are Spots and Ulcers, ſuch as 
were preſcribed in divers Diſeaſes, eſpecially in the Trch. 
Or if there be pain about the bones, we muſt give ſuch as 
are preſcribed in the Diſeaſes of the Joynts from watry 
Humors.

But Empericks and Chyrurgions preſently purge, with- 
out preperation, before they uſe things that Eyacuate by 
the habit of the Body and without choice of purges,. or 
careing what Humor, ſo they do but purge ſufficiently. 
Therefore they give the ſtrongeſt. And among the reſt 
Wine, wherein an Apple of Coloquintida: hath been. all 
night infuſed, or that wherein ſome of the lefſer Spurge 
Seeds have been infuſed ; or they bid them ſwallow the 
ſeeds, or they purge at firſt, with the Decoftion of Helle.

Then we give aſtringents 
which by a drying and emplaſtick Vertue, do as much as 
may be gle and unite, the ſubſtance of the Lungs divi-

Milk being cleanſing by its Whey, and glueing by its 
cheelie part, 1s chieflly uſed for the cure of this Ulcer, and 
becauſe the Butter therein doth alſo looſen and diminiſh 
the cough ; theſe it doth given with Sugar, or plentifully 
drunk to repair the conſuming Body : as we ſhall ſhew. 

Water and Honey, twelye parts of Water to one of Ho» 
ney, 1s good for an ordinary Drink to cleanſe the Ulcer 
alſo Water and Sugar or Ptiſans of Barley and Figs, ſtilled 
water alſo 1s good to dry an ulcer.

You may add burat Ivory or Crabs eyes and coral,each

Oyntments to the Breaſt may do ſomething of relaxin 
Oyntments, that they may eahily ſpit up the Matter, fac 
as are mentioned in the Cough and the Aſthma, And 
when the Matter 1s little, you muſt uſe aſtringents to heal 
the Ulcer, if they may reach the Lungs poſſibly. 

As, Take Oy! of Myriles or Roſes, and Maſtich, cach one

Womans:mulk is chiefly commended againſt the Ptyſick, 
becauſe it hath the ſame ſtrength with the reſt,. and is alſo 
more proper to reſtore, nouriſh and refreſh the Body of a 
weak Man, being more agreable and familiar to Nature, 
and 1s turned ſooner and better into the ſubſtance of the 
Body, it muſt be ſucked twice or thrice a day from a ſound 
Woran, for a long time, as if he were a Child at Nurſe. 
Thus I have known ſome cured, and- that one grew not 
only well, but got ſuch ſtrength, that leaſt ke ſhould want 
Milk for the future, he got his Nurſe with Child.

V ſent forth from whence the word is derived, 
but when breath or air is ſent ſorth, the Eflation of breath 
by the Mouth and Noſe is Expiration, but the Efflation of 
wind by the mouth is called belching,and bythe fundament 
fartiag, theſe are preternatural, when they are depraved 
or ſtopped, or vitiated or corrupted, or when they break 
forth by an unuſual way. 

The Expiration or Breathing is de- | 
praved when it is interrupfed, or too 
violent, or too long, or with a ſtrange | 
noiſe, or with other Excretion, not oft- 1 : 
ly of Air but, Matter, in a ſhort breath, Sighing, Yawning) 
Hickets, Neehing, Cough, Blowiag the Noſe, Spitting, 
Hawking, Vomiting 2 as we ſhewed in Reſparation depra- 
yed. 

To this is Snorting referred, when the noiſe is ſo trou- 
bleſom,that others cannot ſleep for it. This is alſo 1n ſome 
Diſeaſes when men arc awake, as the Apoplexy, Falling- 
lickneſs, and difficulty of breathing 3 as we ſhewed 1n 
thoſe Diſeaſes.

You may make Syrups of the Decoctions of the ſame, 
mentioned in Spitting of Blood ; and theſe of Sorrel, Lem- 
mons, Pomegranates, Quinces, and Water-lillies.

And if by Chance 
ſuch excrementitious humors ſhould flow to the Eyes from 
without the $kull, we ſuppoſe it would rather lye under 
the skin and Eye-lidds fell them, then make many tears. 

And the reaſon why this Flegm and whey is carried in- 
to the Eyes and cauſeth tears, which in ſourd people are

| Some Tears are to be cured, ſome not. 

For if they come from aCauſe that continu- 
| eth not;as Paſſion of Mind, or be proyoked 
by Brightneſs, Scents, Smoak, and the Iike, they will be 
gone, when they are removed. And theſe are to be ayoi- 
ded that are ſubje to Tears. But thoſe Tears that come 
from a laſting Cauſe which returns, require Cure. And 
if they are joyned with Redneſs, Heat, and Itching, as in 
Epiphora or Flux of the Eyes, and come from thence, it is 
cured as that is. Alſo if tears be with an ulcer of the Eye or 
Lachrymal Fiſtula, and come from thence, they nuſt be 
firſt cured before the tears will ceaſe, And in regard theſe 
Diſeaſes of the Eye are hard to be cured, the tears from 
them are hard to be cured alſo. Except it happen as ſom- 
times 1t did 1n the Cure of a Lachrymal Fiſtula, that it 
grows ſo big, or there be ſo great a hole from the cating a- 
way of the bone of the internal corner of the Eye, that all 
the water falls no longer by the Eye, but from the Noſe. 

If often, or conſtant tears be without the Diſeaſes men- 
tioned, by reaſon of water flowing not by uſual Paſſages, 
but into theEyes, it muſt be cured. Thus the Humors 
that abound in the Head muſt be purged, and they are to 
be hindered in their Paſſage, and the Flux ſent from the 
Eyes to another Paſſage, and ſtopped, the tears conſumed, 
and the Eyes ſtrengthened. 

Thus you muſt purge by ſtool, by maſtication, or chew- 
me, by ſneeſing, for though ſnecling cauſe tears, yet be-

And you mnſt cure 
it by taking away the Cauſe of the abundance of Excre- 
ments, and prevent thoſe Diſeaſes which ſweating fore- 
runneth. And if this Sweating be in a Diſeafe, and the 
Diſeaſe not cured thereby, you muſt uſe all dth1gence to 
take away the remainder of the Cauſe of the Difeafe. 

There is nothing peculiar for cold Sweats, for in Dil- 
eaſes they are deadly. If they come from fainting, they 
ceaſe when the Patient comes to himfelf. If Heat cauſerh 
ſweating with faintnefs, that muſt be allayed. If the a-

Medicines taken, that prick the ſtomach, or burn it, or 
that-purge, as Hairs cut, or ſhavings of the Nails will pro- 
yoke Vomiting, and uf they work long, or violently, they 
are the Cauſe of hurtful Vomiting. _ Other vehe- 
ment medicines, eſpecially purges do the. ſame 
by troubling the ſtomach. ' And they are 'yomited 
as ſoon as taken, or when they begin to work, they 
cauſe the pain at the Heart, and ſo Vomiting. But chief- 
ly corroding medicines or poyſons taken by chance, or o* 
therwiſe. In which Vomiting, whatſoever juyce,humors,

the like medicines. But 1f only Irritation produce the 0- 
ther kind of tenefnws, in which the Excrements are cho- 
lerick and ſharp, the remedies muſt be ſuch as abate the 
ſharpneſs and heat, and then ſuch as cleanſe and heal. -In 
the third kind of teneſmus, where there is needing yith- 
out Excretion, you muſt remove 1t with reſpect to the 
cauſe, as if it come from hard Excrements, they muſt be 
mollified, if from cold; the part muſt be warmed. Ifit 
come from a Stone in the Bladder that paſſeth the Gut, or 
from worms, or from the paſſage of the Bladder : the cure 
was ſhewed in thoſe diſeaſes. In other cauſes you muſt uſe 
theſe remedies following. 

Purges are ſeldom given, becauſe the Humor that cau- 
ſeth it, is in the extremities of the Guts 5 except they be 
to take away the antecedent cauſe, which may increaſe 
the diſeaſe. And then uſe ſuch as are preſcribed ſor a dy- 
ſentery, if there be an ulcer, ſuch as purge and bind.
